Thompson, forecasting a deficit of 
fearly $8,000,000 in Chicago's treasury 
by the end of 1927, the city council.

Although Mr. Thompson recom- 
mended no course of action, leaders in 
the council laid the blame for the situ- 
ation upon unequal taxation and made 
it clear that they expected the confer- 
ence to reopen former Mayor Dever's 
fight to gain more revenue by boost- 
ing the taxes of big property owners 
and business interests which they say 
are underassessed. 

Gloomy Picture for City. 

It was the picture of a city with an 
empty purse that held the attention 
of the officials yésterday. It was 
painted first before the finance com- 
mittee, then in the mayor's report, 
and ended with an hour’s debate at the 
council meeting.

Well, short- 
ening up a bit, the judiciary committee 
reported adversely to the reformers and 
the hostile bill was defeated on a vote. 


Dr. Settle’s views were considered 
of the most important factors in saving 
racing. Some churchmen savagely as- 
sailed him, and unsuccessful efforts were 
launched to remove him from his post. 
A few days after the vote four men in 
a big expensive automobile drove up 
before the rector's residence and wanted 
to present him with the car in apprecia- 
tion. . He declined, replying he had no 
use for such a car. No one in Lexing- 
ton ever learned who those men were. 
But Lexington, too, was appreciative and 
wished to reward Dr. Settle. He wanted 
nothing. A home was offered. He de- 
clined it. Finally the horsemén decided 
to present the church with a rector's 
residence. In behalf of the church it 
was accepted. The horsemen sneaked a 
clause into the deed that it should be the 
home of the present rector during his 
lifetime. 


But that was not all. Horsemen are a 
generous lot. They decided to build a 
new church for Rector Settle. Contribw- 
tions fairly flowed in from all over the 
country. A total-of $190,000 was realized. 
In the vestry is a bronze plaque with 
this inscription: “ To the glory of God, 
this church is given to Him by the lov- | 
ers of the horse from all over the coun- 
try as a token of appreciation of their 
Father's goodness to his children—man, 

Dr. Settle attends the races here nearly 
every day. Of course, he never makes 
a bet. But he circulates among the
